Explanation of Services 

Home Delivered Meals 

These meals are cooked in the kitchen at the Multi Purpose Hall and are 

delivered to receiptants by volunteers. It is a two-course meal with a juice drink. 

A variety of meals are served and dietary needs are taken into account. 

Meals are delivered three days a week that is Monday, Wednesday, and Friday. 

Meals for other days can also be provided but delivered on the three delivery 

days. 

There can be many reasons for needing Home delivered meals, such as not being 

able to cook due to illness etc, not inclined to cook due to illness or just on your 

own and therefore not eating properly, not able to maintain adequate shopping 

supplies. 

Sometimes we feel it would be good to have a particular service but due to stigma 

or having heard different reports about that service we continue on. Previously it 

was required to have a Doctors referral to be eligible for Home delivered meals, 

that is not the case but then on the other hand not everyone is eligible. 

Home delivered meals like all services provided by any HACC Service is for older 

people and people with disabilities so that they can maintain independence and 

continue living in their own homes in the community.
